Civil 
Station, Bhdlinda a Police puts headed by Shn Balbir 
Kumar B.-iwa, Deputy Supci iniendcnl of Police, surrounded 
the said house at h 00 PM Tnspectoi Balbir Singh, Station 
House Officer, Police Station Rama who was a membei of 
the party, positioned himself m front of the hogse and Shn 
Balbir Kumar Bav i, Deputy Supeiintendcnt of Police and 
Shn Kulwanl Singh Head Constable took charge on the rear 
aide of the house Having come to know about the picsence 
of the Police partv the suspected tcriorist came out of the 
house from the lea'" door and filed on Shu Balbir Rumai 
Bawa and Shu Kulwanr Singh with 9MM pistol injuring 
Shn Bawa on his iiuht thigh and Shu Kulwant Smgh on the 
hip and lan away The two mjuied otficcis chased the fleeing 
lerroiist foi about 200 metres The leuorist was continu¬ 
ously firing on both the Police officers and they icluincd 
the fire in self defence As i lesull of the finng fiom the 
police puity the terroiist received bullet injuries .rnd he fell 
down and died He was later identified as Baljit Singh son 
of Darbara Singh of vdl.igc Ragha, Police Station Rama 
One 9MM pistol with raaga^)nc containing three lounds was 
also recos cred from the dead tei i oust 

In this incident Shii Balbir Kiimai Bawa Deputy Supeiin- 
tendeuf of Police and Shn Kulwant Singh, Head Constable, 
displayed conspicuous gallantly, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high ordei

On the 22nd Maich, 1989. at 0080 houis on receipt of 
information about the picsence of msmgents at village 
(^brisiian. District Chandel Shn Khiny.i Ram. Superintendent 


of Police, imrs^^iatcly organised a laiding paify of 18 police 
personnel and pioicciJ»cl to the spot to laid the hideout He 
dnided the i.iiding p.uty into three groups (wo of which 
were to coidon i'll the Milage and the thud putv headed 
by Shn Kliinc i Ram piocceded towards the house v,her the 
suspected msuigcnts weic hiding On reaching there, the 
police party found the hou e locked fiom inside Shn Khinya 
Kam deployed five police personnel to guard the house lest 
anv one oi ihc hiding insurgents escape and himself broke 
open the wooden dooi of the house to go inside While 
doing so, he was Iiied upon by the insurgents fiom inside 
ihc house He iramcdiatelv positioned himself and fired 
back three shots fiom Ins levcibci and silenced the fiie and 
jumped imide the house Without caring foi his pcisonal 
safely, he giappled with the aimed msiiiscnt who was firing 
from msidc the loom, and succeeded in caplunng and dis 
aiming the insmccnt The captured insurgcni was in wound¬ 
ed condition One foreign made loaded pistol with 8 live 
louDcls and three fiicd cases weie rccoveicd from the spot 
The insurgent was inshed to hospital where he succumbed 
to his injuries The insuigent was later on identified as 
Phoiing Anal alias Robert, a notoiioiis haidcore Naga insui 
gent, who was involved in many heinous climes like murdei 
looting and kidmppinc etc

On the 9ih Januriiy, 1988, at about 700 PM infoimation 
was leceived that accused Nizam Kadri w,is hiding in vill 
age Nala Sopara Distiict Thane A police party of De 
tcclion of Crime Branch, C 1 D , Bombaj consisting of three 
Sub Jnspcctoi s one Head Constable Naik S N More and 
Constahle S V Ranc left in a police vehicle to airest the 
accused The police party was in plain clothes and had 
taken with it two intormcis ,ind one Siuvyad Ismail, an ac¬ 
cused fiom Police custody, to Identify the accused 

On leaching the village, at about 11 00 PM it was plan¬ 
ned that Naik S N Moic and Constable S V Ranc along- 
with informcis would pioccecl to the house on foot to be 
followed bv two other members of the pobce party at a 
reasonable distance and the remaining police jxnsoiincl would 
keep waiting at a little distance Thfc informers were in¬ 
structed to signal if the accused was avuilahlc m the room 
of the Chawl 

The infoiiners knocked at Ihe door and after confiimmg 
that the accused was inside they told that they had comc 
with .1 mes''age that accused’s mother was seriously ill and he 
should .Tccompany them to Ihe Railway Station Suspecting 
danger of airest, the .accused, contrary to the expectation of 
the pailv suddenly came out of the room With a gupll m 
his hand and tried to attack one of the informers At this 
moment Naik More intervened, tried to catch hold of the 
accused and pi evented him fioni attacking the informcis 
The infunated accused thereupon stabbed Naik More with 
Riipti Seeing (his. Constable Rane grappled with the accused 
but the accused stabbed him also and managed to escape 
mking idvantage of darkness The whole incident took place 
Within such 1 short time that the informersj could not give 
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signal to other police peisonnel anti thej could not come 
lor help. Jnspile ot their etforts to cha.se the accused, lie 
dis-appeaied in the nearby bushes in the darkness. Shri S. 
N. Mole and Shu S. V, Kane wcic immediately lemovcd to 
the local Government dispensary and from there to Govein- 
ment Hospital at Basscin whcic Shii More died befoie any 
medical aid could be provided to him 

In this incident Shti S. N. More, Naik and Shi^, S. V. 
Kane, Con.stablc displayed conspicuous gallantry courage and 
devotion to vluty of a high ordei.

On the 2nd Apul, 1988. at about 1730 huuis, Shu .1. S. 
Riiwat, Deputy Superiiitendcnl ot Police decided to catry out 
checking of vehicles and suspected jicrsonnel m the lural 
aieas. He, alougwith Constable P. G. Gawali, Constable/ 
Dnvcj P. Thangapaadi and three othei personnel left lor 
checking. Aftci chocking village Kalke, the Police Paity 
proceeded towaids village Khilcliian and on Ihc way they 
spoiled three Sikh jouths standing near a farm house in sus- 
pecious ciicumstanees. Shii Rawat diiccted the duvei stop 
vehicle, .As Ihe Jeep slowed down, one ot the Sikh youths 
pulled out AK-47 Chinese Assault Rifle and bred at the jeep. 
Reacting sharply to Ihe situation, Shii Thangapaitdi drove ihc 
Jeep ahead and thus brought it out ot the line ot hie, Al¬ 
though Ihe lear left portion of ihc jeep wss hit and three 
hullels pierced through its body, but none of the occupants 
Was injured. After bring, the’terrorists ran behind the fuim 
house towaids the fields. Undeterred from the lefOiist 
ttiiack, Shu Rawat jumped out of the jeep and oidered the 
olhei pcNonnel lo follow him. The tcrroiisls while fleeing 
kept on filing on the police paitv. .Aftei chasing the teiio- 
lists foi about 5()U >auts without an> success. Shii Ruwal 
decided to change ihe strategy. He divided tlic party into 
two groups. Olnc group led by a L,ince Naik, alongwitli 
Constable P. G. Gawali and Constable/Drivci P, Thangapandi, 
was directed to lUsh from light flank and engage the terro¬ 
rists, The second gioiip led by Shri Rawai aiongwith rcmiiin- 
inp pcihonncl continued chasing the teiinrists. 

It was indeed a guive lisk to go from the liglil side thiough 
the open fields .is they couid have easily fallen vicliin to tcr- 
lousrs bullets any time. Unmindful of peisonal safety Shii 
Gawali and .Sfaii Thungapcitidl aloiigwilh his colleagues ran 
thiough the open fields fiom the light ll.nnk, On seeing them, 
Ihe terrorists filed ill them but foilun.itcly none of them was 
hit. Shri Gawali and Shri 'J’hangapandi crawled for about 
100 yaids and reached neai the suspected hide-out of the 
tciioiisls. On seeing some movement in the wheal crop Shri 
Gawali and Shu Thangapandi simultaneously opened fiic 
towards that dncction. As a icsiilt. 6ne of i/ie icirorists was 
foiced lo nse tiom his hiding place. Ihe teiroiist imme¬ 
diately fired a burs! towards Shu Rawat, but he e.seaped iin- 
huil. Shii Rawat fired back on the tenoiisi and killed him 
on the spot On seeing the teiTonst falling, the other terionsl, 
who was also hiding near the dead terrorist, made a desperate 
attempt to lake away AK-47 Chinese Assault Rifle of the dead 
teirorist, but Shn Gawali and Shri Thangapandi foiled his 
attempt by siinullaneously firing on the tcrrorisl. Tlic terro¬ 
rist wai; totally baffled and threw his Thompson eaibine and 
n Bandolier and ran towaids the thick orchard and escaped 
The third terroiisl also managed to escape. The dead 
terrorist was later identified as Sarwan Singfi of S.aidpnr who 
was wanted in a number of muidcicd/dacoity cases.

Al- 
ihoush the icai leli poition of the jeep was hit and three 
bullets pieiced ihioiigh its body, but none of the occupants 
was iiijuied. Attei flung, the leirorists tan behind the farm 
house towaids the lieldv Lhidctciicd fiom the terrorist 
allack. Shii Rawat jumped out oi ihe jeep and oidcrcd the 
oilier pcisonnel to follow hiu.. The Iciiotists v'hiJe fleeing 
kept on hung on the police paity. Atier chasing the terro- 
lists lor about 5t)() yards without any success, Shri Rawat 
decided to change the sualegj.

The Police 
party, Com a distance of about 300 yaids, saw thicc cs- 
tremists jumping over the rear wall of the house and run¬ 
ning fowards a nnllah. I he raiding party split into two 
groups of 4 and 6 and chased the extremists from eithci 
side of the house. Theicupon the extremists started firing 
hut without caring for their pcisonal safety the raiding party 
kept on chasing the extremists, 

l>nc of the c.\ti enlists, took position on the othci side 
of the n.illah and started tiring to keep to bay the raiding 
paity, Constable Rajender and Constable Jagdish Narang. 
with utmost determination, continued their cha,sj; m the lace 
of firing and managed to leoch other side of the nallah. 
Constable Rajender fited on the extremists and one- of them 
fell down and pretended as he was dead. But after .some 
time he got up and again started lunning while filing on the 
police party. Thereupon Constables Rajender and Nuiudij: 
Jired effectivelv on the lleeing extremists and succeeded in 
killing one and wounding the other extremis!. The dead 
extremist was later identified as Mehtab Sin^h. In the 
meantime Bhagwant Singh and another extremist managed 
to escape.

Suddenly five 
cxticmistB with arms came on (he road w'ho had covered 
their laces with cloth. 'I hey sigii.illed lo stop the bus. Out 
of these live cxliemists, one was keeping a w-atch of the 
Chhabal area, one kept the bairel of his rifle on the right 
side of the body of the driver, one of Ihem stood near the 
door of the bus and others entered from the front door 


ot the bus and asked the non-sikh p.issengci to get down 
liom the bus Since Mohinder Pnl was also a non-sikh 
passenger in the bus, he was also asked to get down fioni 
the bus by the extremists. Shii MohinJei Pal told them 
that he is a Bolder Sccuiity Force soldier and will not get 
down from the bus, The extremists then picssed Mohinder 
Pal to get down but he still hesitated to gel down. While 
Mohindei Pal was being foiccd by the exiivmists to gei 
down liom the bus, he grabbed one of the extiemists and 
caught hold of his iifle. In the scuffle xvith the extremists, 
Mohinder Pal wa.s killed by the extremists, 

White this was going-on, the bus diivci stalled the bus 
and sped towards Bhikhiwiiid, Had Mohinder Pal not 
picked up a scnlflc with the extremists, number of persons 
would have been killed by the e.-Ltremists, In this way, 
Shn Moiindcr Pal sacrificed his lilc to save the lives of 
other passengers.

On the I nil July, 1988 Cumm.uid.mt, 24 B.ilt.ilinn 
Bolder Security Force, got infoimuuon that ,i few tcriorists 
had been receiving shelter fiom two petrol pumps and a 
tea stall-eiun-Dhaba near Taiida Urmui. On the interven¬ 
ing night of llth/12th Ju)v, 1988, .i special naka paity, 
headed by Naik Jagjil Singh and Lance Naik Ajaib Singh, 
alongwith 5 othei BSF pei.sonnel, laid a naka on 0.1. Road 
connecting lalandhai and Pathankot to inteicept the terro- 
lislil. 

At about 021i) houis fl2th Inly, 1988), the naka pailv 
obscived ontf bullock cart moving on the load. While Nait 
Jagjil Singh was verifying the antecedent, of the driver and 
about the load in the bullock cart, he saw the suspiciou-s 
movements of two peisons who wcie liying to escape undei 
the covci of bullock cait. Naik Jagjit Smgh challciiecd the 
suspects and asked them to laise then hands and move 
forward for identification and on bearing an unusual reply, 
which etcated suspicion in the mind ot Shri Jagjit Singh 
he oidcrcd his colleagues lo nab them. On hearing Ilje 
oidei. both the suspects jumped into the biokcn gUHindfrom 
the road leaving behind a bundle. Shi i Ajaib Smgh went 
forwaid to catch thern. As he reached neai the fleeing 
tciroiists, he was fired upon by them. He, however, e.scapcd 
unhuit. On this Sbi'i Jagiit Singh, without caring, for his 
peisonal safety, charged at the extremists by firing at them, 
The criminals then started running towaids the nearby paddy 
fields. Shii Jagjil Singli oidered Shn Apub Smgh and his 
pally lo chase them, while he alongwith the remaining 
group ran on Riiflway Hack piiiallel to the paddy fields to 
encircle the criminals. When Shii Aj.iib Singh and his 
jiaitv had almost closed in with the aimed terioiists, they 
again tired at the chasing party. But the flash ligh tof the 
toich of Shri Ajaib Smgh hitd blinded the criminals and 
hence their the was not .iceurate. Imiiicdinlely Shri Ajaib 
Singh and Shii Tagjit Singh filed upon the extiemists killing 
one of them. The dead extiemist was latei identified ,is 
Siikhdcv Singh abas Lagh Singh alias Sukha Sipahi. who vvas 
involved in a number of heinous crimes. Hovvevei, the 
other extiemist escaped under the covei daikncss.

Second Prize .. Rs. 10,000/-

4. Salient features : 

4.1. The scheme will be run by the Deptt. of Ocean 
Development. 

4.2. The prizes will commence from 1989 and will be 
awarded every calendar year. The Department of Ocean 
Development will invite applications for award of prizes from 
the authors through the publication of advertisements in 
leading Hindi and English newspapers. 

4.3. The authors will submit their applications on the 
prescribed forms duly filled in and send them to the Joint 
Secretary (Administration), Deptt. of Ocean Development 
Mahasagar Bhawan, Block-12, Kendriya Karyalaya Parisar, 
Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003. They will also submit the 
requisite number of copies of their manuscripts/published 
works alongwith their applications. 

'5. Eligibility for participation in the scheme. 

5.1, The scheme is open to the Indian citizens only except 
those employed in Department of Ocean Development. 

5.2. Both published works and manuscripts will be consi¬ 
dered under the scheme. 

5.3 The textbooks, li.e. the books prepared especially for 
class-room instructions and books intended for children will 
not be eligible for comjjeiition under the scheme. 

5.4. The authors of the books entered for the competition 
will be entitled to copy right of their books. 

5.5. The entries subpiitled on earlier occasions for this 
competition will not be admissible. The authors will be 
submitting copies of their published works or legibly typed 
manuscripts thereof. The filegibly typed copies of the manus¬ 
cripts are likely to be rejected. 

5.6. The Deptt. of Ocean Development will have the sole 
right of selection of books for the award and formulation 
of rules governing such selection. 

5.7. The original works will be required to nave been 

published within the preceding three years incluJina ihe year 
of the award. ' 

5.8. The manuscripts will be awarded under the competi¬ 
tion scheme only if these are accompanied by a written 
undertaking from the author that in case his manuscript is 
selected for a prize, it will be published within six months 
of the declaration of the result. The amount of prize in 
such cases will be given to the author after the publication 
of the manuscript. 

5.9. The books once awarded a prize under any other 
scheme run by the Government of India or a State Govern¬ 
ment or Administration of the Union Territory shall be 
ineligible for entry under this scheme. 

5.10. Any author may submit not more than one entry 
in each category under the scheme. 

6. General terms and conditions, 

6.1. If there are more than one authors of any prize 
winning entry, the amount of award shall be equally divided 
and distributed amongst the authors. 

6.2. If during any year, the evaluation committee do not 
find any published work/manuscript suitable for the award, 
they can withhold the award at their discretion. 

6.3. No correspondence will be entertained regarding the 
selection of books for awarding of prize (s) or the procedure 
regarding the selection of books for the award. 

6.4. The prizes will be awarded evry calendar year and if 
suitable books are not avialable for any calendar year, no

7. Evaluation Committee: 

7.1. There will be an Evaluation Committee for selecting 
the books/manuscripts for award of prizes. 


7.2. The Evaluation Committee shall consist of five mem¬ 
bers including the Chairman. The additional members may 
be co-opted if considered necessary. 

7.3. The Chiarman and the, members of the Evaluation 
Committee will be appointed by the Secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment of Ocean Development.
